This statement had hardly been is- 
sued when an unexpected change for 
the worse took place. Dr. Osler had 
gvne to Mr. Hanna’s room, and Dr. 
Carter and Secretary Dover had 
stepped down to the dining-room for 
breakfast. Dr. Rixey had not arrived, 
and the Senator was alone with his 
nurspgs. Suddenly he became noticeably 
weaker. His rapid breathing excited 
alarm, and other evident signs of dis- 
tress caused a hurried summons for 
both physicians. 

On their. almost instant arrival his 
pulse was beating at the alarming 
rate of 1237'and his respiration was 
above 40. The oxygen apparatus was 
immediately put into use, the breath- 
ing cone was placed over the Sena- 
tor’s mouth and nostrils, and relief se- 
cured. 

At $:30 o'clock an official bulletin was 
issued covering this period.

It 
has leaked out here that the marines are destined for 
Santo Domingo. Only about one hundred marines 
now remain at Basobispo. 

GOING TO GUANTANAMO. ¢ 
[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESsS—P.™ ) 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—-Naval officials say 
that while the Prairie, with 450 marines from Colon 
aboard, will touch at Santo Domingo, the real desti- 
nation of the vessel is the naval station at Guantan- 
amo. The purpose of taking the men there, they say, 
is to give them a change of climate and surroundings. 
After they have been at Guantanamo for awhile, 
probably they will be sent back to the Isthmus, if the 
United States continues to keep up its present 
marines there, and others will be given an opportu- 
nity to go to Guantanamo.

IF BLACKS SHOULD RISE. 


Negroes in Africa Vastly Outnumber 
the White People in Dark 
Continent. 

{New York Mail and Express:) This 
sentence has not infrequently been ut- 
tered, and nervously uttered, in Africa. 
The whites on that continent, even in 
Dutch and English South Africa, are in 
an absurd numerical minority. In Cape 
Colony itself, the oldest and best settled 
European province, there are but 382,- 
198 whites to 2,118,437 blacks. No such 
disparity as this exists in any part of 
our American “black belt." In Rho- 
desia the whites are but a handful 
among upward of 500,000 wariike blacks 
of the stronger rt, including the 
fierce Matabele. Tn Natal there are 73,- 
095 whites to Zulu-Kaffirs. In 
most of German Africa, and, of course, 
the whole of the continent northward 
to Algeria, whence only yesterday we 
had news that another German outpost 
been overpowered and massacred, 
there were at last accounts 1513 white 
persons, mostiy Boers who have 

trekked there, to 10,000 blacks. 

Yesterday, too, we had news, as yet 
unconfirmed, but very likely true, of 
the massacre of a white missionary and 
his community of eighteen converts in 
the hitherland of Liberia. The scene 
of this deed is significant, if the news Is 
true, for if the black avalanche tis ever 
jet loose in Africa it will doubtless be 
by the hand of some black who has 
been Inspired by thoughts of biack rule 
and independence, such as those that 
prevail in Liberia. No such native ava- 
lanche ever hung over the heads of 
even the few white settlers in the 
American colonies n Ahe early day. for 
the American wilderness was never 
peopled by such hosts of savages as fill 
the African veldt and jungle. 

For the attempt, at least, nothing is 


wanting but the Toussaint l'Ouvreture, 


the determined and able black leader, 
who can organize the diverse and mutu- 
aliy foreign nations and tribes and in- 
spire them with a common motive of 
revolt. No such leader ia in sight. Yet 
a negro King Philip, a negro Pontiac, 
a negro Tecumseh, the stamp of whose 
foot upon the earth may some day be 
heard in the earthquake, is neither tn- 
conceivable nor impossible. 

We may understand the uneasiness 
of South Africa whites over this Hot- 
tentot insurrection. German rule is suf- 
ficently oppressive to iighy the flame 
if anything will do it. The Hottentots 
are a, widespread nation. A _ gencral 
black insurrection must result In horri- 
ble massacres. Yet there could be but 
one final result for it, as there was 
but one possible result for the general 
Indian wars in America.

RAILROAD ON THE ICE. : 


The Inspiration of Russia’s Trane-Si- 
berian Highway—le Now | 
Very Important.

[Pittsburgh Press:] The completion 
of that wonderful piece of modern en- 
gineering, the Trans-Siberian railway, 
which now spans Asiatic Russia, 
provides direct railroad communication 
between the most western point of Eu- 
rope and the most eastern point of 
Asia, says a writer in the Liverpool 
Post. It is now possible for the globe 
trotter to around the world in less 
than forty Toon Siberia is a cold place. 
The rivers freeze to a considerable 
depth in winter, but still nobedy would 
conceive that they would freeze suf-

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ficiently to bear a locotnotive and a 
whole train of heavy wagons hurtling 
across from one side to the other. But 
such is the fact. The experiment was 
first tried on the River Obi last year. 
At first a light train was drawn by 
horses over the track frozen op to the 
lew surface of the river. Then a loco- 
motive was steamed across, and as it 
did not go through it was satisfactor- 
ily established that Siberian ice was 
of a bearing quality. Once this fact 
was patent, the brow of the Russian 
engineer cleared, for, while it was 
easy to get along rapidly with the con- 
struction of the line on the gtound it- 
sclf, the building of bridges over the 
rivers was a longer job, and, as a mat- 
ter of fact the bridges: over the Obi 
and the Achinsk were. not half fin- 
ished. “Why not use nature's bridges— 
the ice?” thought the Russian; and so 
he did. My experience of the railway 
running on the ice was at the River 
Achinsk. This is a tolerably broad 
river, perhaps twice as wide as the 
Thames, and when on that February 
afternoon the train- steamed up to its 
western shore the surface presented 
one white mass of snow-covered ice. 
The railway line continued down the 
slope of the bank and across the ice 
to the other side. The train stopped at 
the edge of the bank, and the conduct- 
or bade us get out and walk, humor- 
ously remarking that if the train went 
through only he and the driver would 
be drowned. The whole crowd of be- 
furred passengers thereupon descend- 
ed and trailed across the ice. At the 
center of the river 1 paused to watch 
how the train would behave. Slowly 
the heavy mass descended the bank 
and crept onto the ice. ere was a 
distinct crunch as the locomotive left 
solid bottom.
